Baptists it means State, Home and Foreign Missions 
|. “State Missions. the territory bounded by — the 
tines of the state of Mississippi. (2). Home Missions. 
the territory. bounded by the lines of the membership 
of the churches of the Southern Baptist Convention. 
3 Foreign Missions, the territorial lines of foreign 
mitions Where the gospel is now being preached, as 
tlso Where itis not being preached, This is the gos- 
pel into all the world, and to every creature according 
to the mission of our Savior, and the commission to us 
by our Lord. The territory of the world is the space 
of the visible kingdom of Jesus Christ, whieh in na- 
ture is the earth reign of God through Jesus Christ 
among men. Tt is in these bounds to the uttermost 
that Jesus Christ wants His gospel made known, this 
being in particular the work that is enjoined upon es 
‘ry church of His, by giving not only of their posses- 
sions bul also themselves by the Holy Spirit's diree- 
tion according to the will of God.

Of these 284 are theological students, this represents 
an increase over last |year of 68 schools and 4,352 
students, These sehools throb with life: and possi- 
bilities. The graduating class of one young woman's 
school in. China consisted of twelve members, and 
seven of them were called by the Lord into mission 
service. Let ‘some of our boasting “up-to-date 
schools show a like record or cease to oppose the mis- 





sion service our Lord requires of his people. 

The Board has been able to send out only about 
half the number of missionaries urgently needed this 
year, that should have been sent out. This faet should 
cause greal searching of heart on the part of the 
constitueney of this Association, to such an extent 
that we tne be very conscious of our individual, as 
well as our collective obligations to a great work that 
im the name of our Blessed Lord must not suffer. 

Your committee is conscious of the faet that we 





have only touched the high points of the facts and 
_ greatness of this inspiring work that is committed to 
us, however, we should resolve within ourselves to 
make amore earnest stidy of the work of State, Home 
ind Foreign Missions. and be sure to pray and pay for 
the samecas we are moved by the Holy Spirit.

We, the committee, beg leave to make the follow 
ing report: 
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The Great Commission says [Make disciples, bap- 
tize them and then leach these |baptized diseiples to 
‘bserve all things whatsoever I} have commanded 
vou.” Therefore, we recommend first; that we begin 
wir teaching with the baptized {believers or*church 
members, as the above Seripturp commands. We 
would not in any way minimize} the evangelistic op- 
povtunity in vur Sunday Schooll but we would em- 
phasize the great need of enlisting and teaching the 
membership of all of our churghes. Believing that 
one of the outstanding needs off our Sunday Schoo! 
to-day is to reach the senior and adult departments, 
we recommend the “Organized Glass Department” as 
i means of making our Sunday $ehool more eflicient 
ind enlarging its membership. 


ln addition to our regular litgrature we call spee 
al attention to the “Sunday Sehpol Builder” and the 
Organized Class Magazine.” Replizing we can never 
have great Sunday Schools nor efficient schools in any 
way measuring up to their opportunities until we 
have houses adapted to modern Sunday School work, 
we recommend our “Church Buitding Movement,” as 
fostered by Dr. Burroughs of | He Sunday  Sehool 


Board, wherever practical. 

We emphasize the need of etter trained teach 
ers. The purpose of a Sunday;School is to teach. 
ind we can never have the highest type ef teaching 
withoul equipped and well-traingd teachers. There- 
fore, we recommend that the books in the training 
course be read-by Sunday School teachers. 


We furthermore request anfl urge our pastors, 
superintendents and teachers to take more interest in 
our Sunday School Normals. | specially our State 
Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. Cbnventions, as these 
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are for the purpose of helping to train workers for all 
of our churches. 

Asa mneans of ¢xtending our Sunday Schoo! 
work, your committee would recommend the exten 
sion of Sunday School work from our denominational 
colleges and full time churches.
